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TO PUT DOWN 

NIGHT RIDING. 

Representative Kentuckians Form 
Law And Order League. 

CONSTITUTION ADOPTED AND 

OFFICERS ARE ELECTED 



Louisville, Ky., March 21 — 
Inspired with a determination 
to restore law and order in Ken- 
tucky, representative business 
auri professional men from 
throughout the State met at The 
Seelbach yesterday afternoon aod 
formed themselves into an or 
ganization to be known as the 
Law and Order Leagne of Ken- 
tacky. The main jwrpose of the 
organization at present ia to pat 
down night riding in the State 
and to bring to justice to those 
who for the past few months have 
been terrorizing people living in 
the tobacco- growing districts. 

Probably fifty meu of affaire 
were in attendance at the meet 
ing yesterday afternoon. It was 
held behind closed doors in the 
lied Room at The Seelbach. 
After adopting a constitution for 
the government of the organiza- 
tion, officers were elected an fol- 
lows : 

Gen. Simon Bolivar Buckuer, 
president; James 1*. Gregory, 
vice-president ; John Stites, 
treasurer; A. T. Macdouald, 
secretary. 

In the absence of Gen. Buck- 
ner, Judge James I*. Gregory 
presided over the meeting, and 
said that the Law ana Order 
Leagne had only one concern — 
that of the prevalent lawlessness 
in Kentucky. He said that it 
was the intention of the State 
organization to form local organ- 
isations in every county in Ken- 
tucky and to uphold the ma- 
jesty of the law with all the 
power at its command. 

Earnest speeches were made 
by various representatives pres 
ent, in which the conditions in 
Kentucky and the failure of the 
State Legislature to take action 
"ii the reconimenaatiou of the 
Governor were discussed at 
length. 

The meeting was called to 
order at 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon aud continued in ses- 
sion until (I o'clock. Before ad- 
journment it was decided to pre- 
pare an address to the people of 
Kentucky, which will be given 
to the public this afternoon. 

Following is the constitution, 
which was unanimously udopted I 

First— This organization shall 
be known as the Law and Order 
league of Keutucky. 

Second — Its purpose shall be 
to secure and preserve law aud 
order, aud to that eud to employ 
every lawful and honorable 



when a quorum attends and par- 
ticipates. Four members shall 
constitute a quorum of the Exe 
cutive Committee, and fifteen a 
quorum of the Advisory Com- 
mittee. The Executive Commit- 
tee or Advisory Committee shall 
meet at the call of the president, 
aud it shall be the duty of the 
president to call a meeting of 
said committees upon written re 
quest of a number of members 
thereof equal to a quorum. 

Sixth— Each County League 
shall have a right to have one 
representative upon the Advi- 
sory Committee of this league, 
and such Advisory Committee 
shall have full control of all 
business of the State League. 

Seventh— The Executive Com- 
mittee shall have power to fill 
any all vacancies which may oc- 
cur in any office or in the Exe- 
cutive Ccmmittee until the next 
Annual election. 

Eighth — The annual election 
shall be held on the first Tues- 
day in each year. 

Ninth — This constitution may 
be amended only by a two-'lnrds 
vote of all members of the Ad- 
visory Committee preseut after 
written or printed notice of not 
less than ten days of purpose 
of meeting has been mailed bv 
the secretary to each of the 
County Leagues

Hedges, the 21-vear-old son of 
the murdered man, gives the 
following account of the murder: 
"We were awakened after 
Inidnigbt by some one throwing 
rocks against our house. My 
father came into my room carry- 
ing his shotgun and said to me: 
'There are too many of them oat 
there for me to tight.' 

•'My father then suggested 
that we go dowu to the front 
floor aud see what they wanted. 
We were both in our night 
clothes. My father opened the 
door and looked out. He then 
laid : 'It would be of uo use 
for me to tire into that crowd.' 
"My father said: 'What do

•'They 
here." 

'•My father went out on the 
porch and said to them : 'What 



do you want?' But, then, I 
know who you are. I have been 
reading the papers. Bat 1 want 
to say to you that I have neyer 
done anything but what is right 
toward the Society. I want to 
do what is right. I have plant- 
ed one tobacco bed, and had in- 
tended planting another. But 
if yoa will go away and not do 
any harm I will plow up the bed 
I bad intended planting and 
never pat canvas ou the beds al- 
ready planted. This may be a 
joke, your coming here, but I 
wish you would go away.' 

"Just then some one in the 
crowd fired a shot, and my fath- 
er staggered back crying: 'Oh, 
I am shot.' 

"I picked him up and dragged 
him into his room and laid him 
on the bed. I then went back 
to the door and faced the mob. 

"One of them called out: 
'Where ih the old man?" 

"I said : 'Gentlemen, you have 
already shot him. Please go 
away, I am in trouble. «I want 
some one to help me.' 

"Several men put dowu their 
guuB, and three went into my 
father's room with me. Three 
others stood at the door watch- 
ing us. The three that went to 
the bed with me looked at my 
father and turned to the others 
and said: "Boys, he is shot. 
One of them said: 'Well, it was 
an accident. 1 "

Blase Caused by Crossed Electric 
Wlraa Drove Many of the Ouesta 
Down the Flra Escapes. 
Eracted in 1871. 

Chicago, March 21.— Fire resulting 
from croaaed electric light wlrea dam 
aged the Grand Pacific holel Friday 
to tbe extent of $100,000 and for a time 
threatened the entire destruction of 
the building. No lives were lost, al- 
though many of the guests were com- 
pelled to make hasty exlta by fire 
escapes, and but three people were 
injured. Two of these were In tbe 
crowd In front of the hotel and were 
•ItsjBtly rut by falling glass. The 
third was a fireman. Walter English, 
who fell from the fire escape, and 
suffered a fracture of the left arm. 
The fire waa dlacovered by Jam- s 
Ryan, a mechanic, who waa at work 
upon the roof of the building. *l wo 
weeks ago a portion of the hotel 
smokeatack was blown down in a gale 
of wind, and Ryan was In charge of a 
Rang which was putting up the new 
stack. He was In the art of placing a 
block under one corner of a derrick 
when a small tongue of flame shot up 
into hia face. He at once gave tbe 
alarm. 

Not Balievcd Serious at First. 
For a considerable time It waa act 
believed that the Are would be eerl 
oua. It waa generally known that re 
pairs on the smokestack were In 
progress and whea the first clouds of 
smoke rolled along the roof aad drift 
ed down Into the hotel eourt they 
were generally believed to come 
either from tbe defective stack or 
from the apparatus in uae by the 
workmen on the roof. Manager E. 
A. Whipple of tbe hotel for some tim» 
contended that there was no fire aad 
assured guests that there was no dan 
ger. He waa soon informed by a 
bellboy, however, that the flames had 
brokea through the roof at the north 
west corner of the building and 1m 
mediately issued orders to warn »J1 
guesta to leave their rooma and come 
to the office. The telephone switch 
board was at once put into requisition 
and all gueata possible were advised 
to leave their rooms.

Flames Made Fascinating Sight. 

The flames at times shot through 
tb* roof thirty feet into the air, form 
lag a fasclnaUug sight for the otcu 
panta of the neighboring offtea build 
inga. who crowded to the roofa and 
Jammed all available windows which 
commanded a view of the hotel. 

The flames, although several times 
almoat under control, were obstinate 
and broke out repeatedly iu audden 
and violent fashion On oae of thes* 
..■^salons a score of firemen who were 
carrying a lead of boae up on* of the 
fire escapee were caught by the flames 
and compelled to flee In great haato. 
Several of them were allghtly ecorcbed 
about tha hands and face before they 
were able to makw-tbelr eacape 

Tha federal building, which la juat 
eaat of the hotel, suffered aeverely 
from the denae strangling amoke 
which poured out of the building. It 
filled the postofflco and all the depart 
ment offices so densely that all work 
in handling the malls and In the court- 
rooms was suspended until the fire 
was practically under control. 

Thief Caught on Flra Eacape. 

During the progress of the fire two 
men were arrested while robbing 
rooms. One of them was dlacovered 
by Detective Magnar of tbe city po 
lice force while ransacking a room on 
the sixth floor. The thief, closely pur- 
sued by the officer, rau through tin 
hallway to the fire eacape on the Jack 
son boulevard side or tbe building and 
had reached the third floor barore lie 
waa overtaken l>y Magnar and dragged 
la through a window. The chase 
caused great excitement in the dense 
crowd which filled the atreat aud the 
aucoeaa of the officer waa greeted with 
cheera. Several pickpockets were also 
taken lato custody Just outside the 
building.

New York, March 25 — A malevolent 
plot relentlessly worked out by mem- 
bers of the lilerk Hand, declare the 
police, In defiance of tbe authorities 
pressing; hard upon their track, ended 
drsmaMcally Tuesday In a run of de 
posltors and the suspension of the 
bsnk of Pasquele Pati. an Italian bank 
er. on Elisabeth street, snd his flight 
from tbe city In fear of death, threat- 
ened by the Black Hand because he 
recently shot and killed Francesco 
Pelletro, one of their alleged mem 
eers, who had demanded money under 
the pain of killing the banker and hla 
family. 

Poiice Rsssrves Rushed Out. 

Three thousand depositors clem- 
bered loudly at the Pati bank yester- 
day for their savings and in the ex- 
citement a run waa started on tbe 
bank of F. Acrltelli ft Son, acroaa the 
street from the suspended institution, 
and caused it to shut Its doors. The 
two banks were small private institu- 
tions. The run on the Pati hank, the 
police charge, was engineered by the 
Black Hand. In revenge on Pati, who 
was Monday acquitted by the coroner 
of having killed Pelletro. When tbe 
run waa at Its height, police reserves 
were rushed to the district to quell 
the fsst rising disorder. 

Plsstered on the window of Pad's 
bank, the most remarkable notice of 
a auspension probably ever posted was 
read by hundreds after the bank had 
closed ita doors. It read: 

"I will suspend payment for two 
weeks. I am compelled to leave town, 
aa I have received threatening letters 
and people have attempted to take my 
life. There are no fears of your losing 
your depoaita. Besides cash, I own 
65 houses in New York snd have them 
Insured for $100,0»)0 and can pay ev- 
erybody. I will resume In two weeka.

"Pasquele Pati ft Son. 81avatore." 

Richest Banker in Italian Quarter. 

The closing of Pati's bank and his 
sudden departure from the city la a 
sequel to a scheme, so say the police, 
of extortion and blackmail of the 
Black Hand that had lta Inception sev 
eral years ago- Pasquele Pati was 
said to be tbe richest banker in tbe 
teeming Italian quarter on the East 
Side, where the bsnker believed he 
hsd no enemies. 

letters came demanding money. 
How much money Pati parted with 
to stay tbe threata contained in the 
letters the police have been unable to 
learn. It was Pati's custom to keep 
Urge plies of American and Italian 
money In the front window of his bsnk 
and six weeks ago a dynamite bomb 
exploded near the tempting window. 
The glass was shattered and thou- 
sands of dollars In paper money was 
scsttered sbout the street.

EDITORIAL IN COURIER-JOURNAL 



In hia address to members of the Kentucky Union of the 
American Society of Equity, Mr. Cantrill urges that every effort 
be made to stamp out lawlessness, and calls attentior/>o the fact 
that responsibility for the destruction of property in the tobacco 
counties is laid at the door of the organization. The Courier-Jour- 
nal has pointed out from time to time the fact that this would be 
the national result of continues lawlessness, coupled with continu- 
ed connivance upoD the part of the Deace officers and continued 
passivity upon the part of the association planters. Mr. Cantrill 
urges in a general way that law aud order should prevail. He 
makes no specific suggestions as to how the association planters 
could prevent night riding. The Courier' Journal has never had 
the slightest doubt of the association plauters to put an end to 
barn-burning and other outrages. It could have been done when 
barn-burning began. It could have been done last winter. It 
could be done now. If there is a will there is a way. Let the will 
be showu and the way will be plain. 

Since Mr. Cantrill, as the presideut of the Keutucky Union of 
the American Society of Equity, recognizes the fact that misfor- 
tunes to the organization will result from the conclusion of many 
Mien in and out of the State, that the organization is responsible 
for the crimes that have been committed, it may not be imperti- 
nent to point out some of the causes contributing to the crystalliza- 
tion of public opiuion. 

Within the last two years a vast amouut of property has been 
burned. Not one man has been convinced. Grand juries have re- 
fused to return indictments, peace officers have neglected 'their 
duties. The General Assembly neglected its duty. Whj? 

It is absurd to contend that the State Government aud the 
machinery of the courts could ever have been paralyzed by mere 
gangs of marauders who burn barns if every member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity and other organizations had expected him- 
self to create sentimeut inimical to baru- burning and dangerous to 
barn-burueru. 

When the General Assembly met no measure looking to the 
abatemeut of night riding was championed by thejassociation plant- 
ers. Every bill introduced or proposed with a view to stamping 
out the existiug evil was fought and killed by association planters. 
▲ member of the General Assembly made a speech upon the floor 
«f the House threatening the state with a saturnalia of crime in 
the eveut that certain legislation was not enacted in the iuterest 
of the associatian. Ilis anarchy went uurebuked. Other efforts 
to bulldoze the General Assembly by similar methods were made 
before committees in lobbies aod iu the legislative halls. While a 
lawmaker from Westeru Kentucky promised that his constituents 
would "wade in blood" to accomplish certaiii ends. Mr. Hawkius, 
a trading organizer of the Hurley association, published a card iu 
which he threatened every independent tobacco planter who dared 
U disregard the ultimatum of fhd night riders with "366 days of 
•IL" 

In the Equity uews departmeut of the Courier-Journal, edited 
<u part by Mr. Cantrill, it was stated that night ridiug would cou- 
tiuue as long as nifcbt hauling should contiuue, aud that the uight 
baule- was the chief obstacle iu the way of the association. Wheu 
a meeting of imk-pendent plauters was called iu Henry couuty a 
anoveiiieut of organized plau.ers resulted iu its abaudoumeut upou 
the score that bloodshed might result. Iu nearly all of the writing 
aud speakiug by the association men there has beeu iu their con- 
demnation of lawlessness a plea iu palliation aud justification of 
it. Quite naturally there has gotteu abroad the impression that 
while a majority of the members Kentucky Union of the American 
(Society of Equity are law-abiding meu iu the seuse that thev do 
out aod would not engage iu acts of violence of the orgauizatiou 
has uot made vigorous aud earnest efforts to put dowu the uight 
nuier. 

Speeches ooudeiuuing lawldssuess will have uo effect as loug as 



the authorities refuse to act. The authorities will not refuse to 
act when every member of the American Society of Equity in 
every tobacco county makes it plain to the peace officer that he de- 
sires the conviction of night riders aud that his influence will be 
used against, and his vote cast against, every county officer who 
does not bestir himself to secure the arrest and conviction of the 
outlaws. In the interim, is Mr. Cantrill s-ys, the association .a ill 
be held "responsible to some degree" for the conditions that exist.

Roosevelt in regard to corpora 
tion management, responsibility 
and regulation. Mr. Theodore N- 
Vail,president of the telephone 
company, has presented a report 
tostock holders covering the first 
year of his administration and 
receiving the thirtieth year of 
the Bell organization. 

This report could not have 
come from an American corpora 
in any other era save the present. 
Mr. Vail gives practical support 
to the Roosevelt doctrine of 
physical valuation, as a basis 
for establishing fair earnings aud 
of improving relations with the 
public, by applying its test to 
his own company, and shows that 
the physical valuatiou of the 
Bell system is *34,482,000 in ex- 
cess of the obligations iu the 
hands of the public, including 
capital stock at par. 

Equally surpressing, however, 
coming from a corporation source 
are Mr. Vail's views in regard 
to public coutrol which are made 
all the more interesting by the 
fact that they receive the en- 
dorsement of his board of di- 
rectors. 

Discussing the failure of com- 
petition in the telephone field, 
Mr. Vail sa\ frankly: "It is 
continued that if there is to be 
uo competition, there Bhould be 
public control. 

"It is uot believed it is inde- 
peudeut, intelligent, cousiderate 
thorough aud just, recognizing 
as doses the Interstate Commeice 
Commission iu its reports recent- 
ly issued, that capital is eutitled 
to its fair return, aud good man- 
agement or enterprise to its re- 
ward." 

The Bell system showed a no- 
table Increase during the past 
year despite the pauic. In toll 
lines aloneH84J» miles were added 
which would give a Hue from the 
uorth pole along the earth's axes 
making a total of 168,218 
miles enough to put six poles 
abreast arouud the world, with 
seven poles abreast for oue half 



the distauce. The total lines 
increased 202,908 in 1807, giving 
the surprising total of 1,664,081, 
which would give 66 lines of wire 
around the eartb at the equator 
with enough left over to put Lon- 
don in telephonic with 1'erkin. 
But these totals are as uothing 
compared to the figures of the 
exchanges of the Bell companies 
in the United States, exclusive 
of lines.

A house bill Increasing the pay of

aa the bill gives to a widow.

THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES 
AGAINST MINNESOTA 2C FARE. 

DECISION MAY AFFECT MISSOURI 

Federal Statutes Supreme When In 
Conflict with State, la 
the Opinion. 



Washington. March 24.— In a de- 
cision of wide importance, especially 
to Missouri which state is a party to 
similar litigation, the supreme court 
of the United States Monday upholds 
the United States court of Minnesota 
in fining Attorney General Young of 
that atate for contempt in trying to 
enforce the Minnesota 2-cent railway 
rate law. 

Attorney General Kadley of Mis- 
souri appeared in behalf of Attorney 
General Young in the action before 
the supreme court and decision Is ad- 
verse to Hadley's contentions. 

There was a strong dissenting opln 
ion by Justice Harlan, which somj 
lawyers in congress thought but little 
short of sensational, but the opinion 
of the court Is expected to hav« a 
marked and decisive effect upon atate 
legislatures and thoae who In ad- 
herence to state laws overlook the 
strong hand of the federal govern- 
ment In the regulation of Interstate 
affairs. 

State Statutes Swept Aside. 

In effect, the opinion of the United 
Statea supreme court holds that where 
there is conflict between state and fed 
eral statutes the state must be swept 
aside. Stripped of legal verbiage. It 
develops from the opinion that when 
a state deliberately sets out to pre- 
vent Its citizens from seeking redress 
in the federal courts, by providing pen- 
alties which are so excessive as to be 
designed clearly to restrain them from 
such recourse, they are plainly uncon- 
stitutional. 

Up to this time there has been more 
or less question as to the attitude of 
the court in a case where such a thin 
line may be drawu between state and 
federal authority. There are decisions 
on both sides. 

Similar Carolina Decision. 

The Minnesota decision, taken 1 n 
connection with another opinion, up- 
holding the Judge Prltchard decision 
iu the Southern railway cases. Is said 
to set at rest all controversy on the 
poiut. Both decisions are taken to 
mean the general strengthening of the 
federal power and of the authority of 
the central government over all inter- 
state matters or matters which have 
been held to come under the commerce 
provisions of the federal constitution. 

The whole effect or the decision Is 
expected to be to put a damper upon 
state legislatures, which, feeling the 
tremors of the reform wmre. have 
been passing rigorous laws dealing 
with railroads, and upon state offlclsls 
who have sought to enforce these laws.

Of those who returned one 
man was lying on his stomach 
across the saddle of his horse, 
rvideully severely wounded, and 
another was held in the saddle 
bv a, man ridiug behind. 

One man is at his home with 
both eyes shot out. Four others 
are visited secretly at night by 
a doctor, who goes to them after 
people have retired and returns 
home thinking be is unseen. 

According to Gov. Willson's 
correspondent, there were three 
secret burials in one of the night 
rider counties and one in 
another. 

The Governor has a report up- 
on the negroes during the raid. 
The mauraderR went to an old 
negro's house, and when he was 
ordered he came out holding up 
both his hands, and his wife, 
with a three-year-old baby in her 
arms, came by his side. 

All were shot together by the 
mob. There were two ne^ro 
men stopping iu the house, and 
they attempted to escape by 
the back way, but rau into a 
large crowd of the night riders. 
In their desperation they fired 
their guns and fought until they 
made th eir escape in their con- 
fusion. It was a brave fight for 
life and liberty. 

It is estimated from various 
reports received here that in the 
past three week no fewer than 
sixteen of the uight-ridert have 
been killed and wounded. 

Information is also at hand 
that tobacco growers iu various 
parts of the State have success- 
fully repulsed the visits of mem- 
bers of this organ i/ation.

HINTS ON ROAD WORK. 

U. S. Office Of Public Roads Tells 
How To Make And Maintain 
A Model Earth Road.

While American road builders 
are as capable of constructing 
good roads as those of any coun- 
try of the old world, they have 
not been as loyally supported an 
the men of those countries in 
maintaining the highways after 
completion, and the deplorable 
state of many hundred thousand 
miles of road is thus accounted 
for. Couuty and township offic- 
ials may at the outset staml the 
expense of having a road built, 
but they strenuously object 
when asked to provide funds to 
rebuild the road that has been 
allowed to go to ruin. 

It is important that farmers 
learn of the benefits to be deriv- 
ed from good earth roads; that 
county boards be impressed with 
the need of a proper mainten- 
ance of the same, and that road 
builders and overseers learn how 
best to care for the roads in 
their charge. 

The persistent and powerful 
enemies of earth roads are wat- 
er and narrow tires, and the con- 
stant effort of the men in charge 
of the roads should be to gnard 
against their destructive effects 
and remedy all damage as quick- 
ly as possible. The simple im- 
plements which have been found 
to be of greatest assistance in 
this work are the plow, the drag 
scraper, the whoel scraper, the 
road grader, and the split-log 
drag. 

With a sandy soil and a sub- 
soil of clay, or clay aud gravel, 
deep plowing so as to raise and 
mix the clay with the surface 
soil and sand will prove benefic- 
ial. The combiuUion forms a 
sand clay road at a trifling 
expense. On the other hand, if 
the road be entirely of sand a 
mistake will be made if it is 
plowed unless clay can be added 
Such plowing would merely 
deepen the sand, and at the 
same time break up the small 
amount of hard surface material 
which may have formed. If the 
subsoil is clay and the surface 
scant in sand or gravel, plowing 
should not be resorted too, as it 
would result in a clay surface 
rather than one of sand or grav- 
el. A road foreman must know 
not only what to plow and what 
not to plow, but how aud when 
to plow. If the road is of the 
kind which according to the 
above instructions should be 
plowed over its whole width, *he 
best method is to ruu the first 
furrow iu the middle of the road 
and work out to the sides, thus 
forming a crown. Kesults from 
such plowiug are greatest in the 
spring or early summer. 

lu ditches, a plow can be used 
to good advantage, but should 
be followed by a scraper or grad- 
er. To make wide, deep ditches 
nothing better than the ordinary 
drag scraper has yet beeu de- 
vised. For hauls uuder 100 feet, 
or iu making "fills" it is especi- 
ally serviceable. It is a mis- 
take, however, to attempt to 
haudle long haul material with 
this scraper, as the wheel scrap- 
er is better adapted to such 
work. -For hauls of more than 
800 feet, a wagon should be 
used. 

The machine most generally 
used iu road work is the grader, 
or road machine. This machiue 
is especially useful in smoothiug 
aud crowuiug the road and io 
opeuing ditches. A clay subsoil 
uuder a thin coatitig of soil 
should not be disturbed with a 
grader. It is also a mistake to 
use a grader indiscriminately 
aud to pull material from 
ditches upou a saue-clay road. 
Not iufrequeutly turf, soil and 
silt from ditch liottoms are piled 
iu the middle of the road iu a 
ridge, making mudholes a cer- 
taiuty. It is important iu using 
a grader to avoid building up 



the road too much at one time. 
A road aradually built up by 
frequent use of the grader w ll 
last better than if completed at 
one operation. The foreman fre- 
quently thinks his road must be 
high in the first instance. He 
piles up material from 10 inches 
to a foot in depth only to learn, 
with the arrival of the first rain, 
that he has furnished the mater 
ial for as many inches of mud. 
All material should be brought 
up in thin layers, each layer well 
puddled and firmly packed by 
roller or traffic before the next 
is added. A common mistake 
is to crown too high with the 
road machine on a narrow road. 

The split log drag should be 
used to fill in ruts and smooth 
the road when not too badly 
washed. The drag possesses 
great merit and is so simple in 
construction and operation that 
every faimer should have one. 
A special article will be publish- 
ed later telling how to make and 
use the drag.
